H ere is a thum b-nail forecast on the 
larger issues of this type:

m ounting deficit. The battle now will 
be between those who prefer to "soak 
th e rich" and those who w'ould dis­ 
tribute the added burden on all classes. 
T he "rich" are sure to be the chief 
victims. 
D ebts—The H oover one-year m o ra­ 
torium on G erm an reparations and in­ 
tergovernm ental w ar debts will be ap­ 
proved, but any proposal by Hoover 
for an extension or a debt reduction 
to follow the anticipated reparations 
cut under the Young plan will precipi­ 
tate a battle royal. Congress seems In 
no mood to stand for cancellation or 
anything that looks like It. 
Tariff—The 
dem ocrats 
m ust 
con­ 
tin u e to shout against the present re­ 
publican tariff law and will attem pt to 
put through legislation which will lay 
the groundwork for tariff refoim or 
else serve as an "educational cam ­ 
paign." The tariff is so intricately in­ 
terwoven with the politics of so m any 
Individuals th a t attem p ts at revision 
are likely to precipitate a bad jumble 
T his thought frightens most members. 
B anks— Banking problems will oc­ 
cupy m uch attention. 
The 
proposal 
likely to excite th e most bitter oppo­ 
sition is th at of th e adm inistration to 
"broaden the base" of Federal Reserve 
discount paper, which would change 
th e original purpose of the reserve 
system. 
T here has been small m ention of 
bills to cash soldier bonus certificates 
since President Hoover addressed the 
A m erican Legion at Detroit ami the 
Legion voted against such a plan. The 
V eterans foi Foreign W ars will stand 
officially for im m ediate full cash pay­ 
m ent, but the deficit's 
growth 
has 
m ade It apparent th a t this is the worst 
possible time for the veterans to m ake 
dem ands. Nevertheless, the

for 
bonus cashing is alm ost sure to arise. 
Rich to F ay More 
Increased taxes on the higher in­ 
comes, increased estate taxes and a 
gift tax to prevent escape from them 
as well as taxes on certain luxuries, 
now appear likely. 
M any regular republicans and con­ 
servative dem ocrats have joined with 
th e progressives in decrying the in­ 
creased concentration of wealth, de­ 
claring with Congressm an B acharach 
of New Jersey, m em ber of the ways 
and m eans com mittee, th a t the very 
w ealthy should b ea r the bulk of the 
increased burden. 
S enator Borah of Idaho recently said 
4 per cent of the people now owned 
SO per cent of the wealth. Although

Following this 
we were conducted into an immense 
cold storage plant where thousands of 
beeves wen hung awaiting their turn 
to be further butchered. The temper­ 
ature in this room, the guide informed 
us. was always kept at 84 degrees. The 
men who worked in the cold room 
wok sweaters anil jackets and heavy 
rubbers to protect their health. We 
also saw the huge east Iron render­ 
ing tanks, nearly two stories high. I 
believe we saw nearly everything but 
the sticking room.
